The New* on Mr. Carpenter's Review 
of Mr. Kyan'H AttUreia. 


The News of yesterday makes certain 


quotations from tho writings of Jucksou 
upon other subjects, to sustuin the dogma 
of Mr. Ryan's address, that the constitution 
provides for all the exigencies of war; und 
concludes as follows: 


" Washington and Jackson thought war 


could be carried on within and according 
to the 
constitution 'by 
constitutional 


means.' Neither of them ever imagined 
that they could carry on war without tho 
authority of the constitution. Neither of 
them supposed that a ' military necessity' 
could exist for the violation of any one; of 
the provisions of the constitution. Thu 
whole history of tho constitutional conven- 
tion shows that the constitution was intend 
ed to be adapted to all the exigencies of 
war, granting every power necessary to 
carry on war without rendering its own vi- 
olation necessary. 
And the niun who sup- 


poses that a state of war implies tho hos- 
tility of the government to thu constitution, 
or a power in the administration to trample 
upon the constitution, or any ono of its sa 
cred provisions, never had his mind en- 
lightened with the first gleam of democracy 
of any port." 


An editor never was more unfortunate, 


when trying to sustain nn unfounded docu- 
ment, than was the editor of the News 
when he tried to draw consolation from 
either Washington or Jackson. 


The quotations have not the slightest ap- 


plication to tho subject; but tho whole 
public life of Jackson is a refutation of Mr. 
Ryan's address. 


To say nothing of his Florida campaign, 


in which ho exercised innumerable impe- 
rial powers, which ho and his friends justi- 
fied, not by the constitution but by tho ne- 
cessities of the case, let us come directly 
to the last war, when Jackson hud military 
command at New Orleans; and there we 
shall find many cases directly in point, and 
completely overthrowing Mr. Ryan's theo- 
ry, that the constitution is a regulator of 
war, or a guido to the president and his 
military subordinates, in conducting the 
war. 
We shall see many things which 


Jackson did outside the constitution; and 
how ho find hia political friends defended 
his conduct. 


He first proclaimed martial law, (ind 


while it was in force, though after the re 
port of peacu had reached the United 
States, the Louisiana Gazette, a newspaper 
printed at New Orleans, published u cer- 
tain article which called from the old hern 


communication denying il.s truth, which 


ho suut by mi uid-du-ciunp to tho oil'unding 
editor, with u written order r&inirintf its in- 
sertion in tho next issue of thu paper, and 
concluding na follows : 


" Henceforth it is expected that no pub- 


ication of the nature of that herein allu- 
ded to and censured, will appear in uny 
per of the city, unless the editor shall haw 
previously ascertained its correctness, nnd 
'/ained }>ermis,tion for Us insertion ft om 


e proper source" 
During this state of things, Frenchmen 


attempted to elude tho general's iron grasp, 
inder so called protections from tho French 
onsul at New Orleans; and Jackson issued 


mi order requiring all utinaturalized French- 
men, lot/ether with the French consul, to 
eave N«w Orleans within threo days, nnd 
:iot to return to within one hundred and 
wcnty milea of the city, until thu news of 
ho ratification of peace should be ollicinlly 
published, 
Thia order was thought by mine 


to bo " outside tho constitution ;" und they 
-rotested against it in an article in thu 
jouiaianu, Courier, (another newspaper ot 
ho city) which protest reads exceedingly 
'ike Mi: Ityan'a address, nnd denounces 
he order as illeyal and unLonatitntional. 
Thereupon Jackson ordered thu editor to 
' eadquarters, and compelled him to disclo.su 
,he name of the writer, Louallier; and then 
'nckson sent a file of Roldiem to unreal 
jounllier. Indignant thnthia article, which 
3 in tho very strain of Mr. Ryan's address, 
nd written to prove that " the constitution 
jrovides for all the exigencies of war,'1 


hould be regarded ns causo lor his arrest, 
ouallier applied to Judge Hall of tho Uni- 
ed States court, for n writ, of habeas corpus. 
That worthy functionary, believing liko Mr. 
Ryan, that the constitution does indeed 
provide for all the exigencies of war; that 
he freedom of tbo press could not bo tram- 
melled, nnd tlmt tho arrest of Louullier, 
without process, in A loyal stato was illegal; 


Mowed the writ, Tho oliiccrcamo to serve 
t; and Jackson being informed of what 
ad taken place, rushed to meet tho ofiicor, 
eized the writ of habeas corpus from his 
and. and detained it; and immediately or- 
ered Judge Hall to be arrested and im- 
irisonedin the same room with tho French 
xpounder of the doctrino that the constitu- 
ion provides for all the exigencies of war. 


Now, actions speak louder than words. 


This is what Jackson did; and that, too, in 


loyal stato ; and this he did as a represeu- 


ative of the President, exercising by dole- 
Cation from tho then President, Mr. Mudi- 
on, the President's executive power.

The Kew» on Mr. Carpenter's Review 
or Mr. Ryan's Address. 


The News of yesterday makes certain 


quotations from the writings of Jackson 
upon other subjects, to sustain the dogma 
of Mr. Ryan's address, that the constitution 
provides for all the exigencies of war ; and 
concludes as follows: 
" Washington and Jackson thought war 


conld be carried on within and according 
to the constitution ' by constitutional 
means.' Neither of them ever imagined 
that they could carry on war without the 
authority of the constitution. Neither of 
them supposed that a ' military necessity' 
could exist for the violation of any one of 
the provisions of the constitution. 
The 


whole history of the constitutional conven- 
tion shows that the constitution was intend- 
ed to be adapted to all the exigencies of 
war, granting every power necessary to 
carry on war without rendering ita own vi- 
olation necessary. And the man who sup- 
poses that a state of war implies the hos- 
tility of the government to the constitution, 
or a power in the administration to trample 
upon the constitution, or any one of its sa 
cred provisions, never had his mind en- 
lightened with the first gleam of democracy 
of any sort." 


An editor never was more unfortunate, 


when trying to sustain an unfounded docu- 
ment, than was the editor of the News 
when he tried to draw consolation from 
either Washington or Jackson. 


The quotations have not the slightest ap 


plication to the subject; but the whole 
public life of Jackson is a re'iuation of Air. 
Ryan's address. 


To say nothing of his Florida campaign, 


in which he exercised innumerable impe- 
rial powers, which he and his friends justi- 
fied, not by the constitution but by the ne- 
cessities of the case, let us come directly 
to the last war, when Jackson had militarv 
command at New Orleans; and there we 
shall find many cases directly in point, and 
completely overthrowing Mr. Ryan's theo- 
ry, that the constitution is a regulator a/ 
war, or a guide to the president and his 
military subordinates, in conducting the 
war. 
We shall see many things which 


Jackson did outside the constitution; and 
how he and his political friends defended 
his conduct. 


He first proclaimed martial law, and 


while it was in force, though after the re 
port of peace had reached the United 
States, the Louisiana Gazette, a newspaper 
printed at New Orleans, published a cer- 
tain article which called from the old hero 
a communication denying its truth, which 
he seat by an aid-de-camp to the oifending 
editor, with a written order requiring its in- 
sertion in the next issue of the paper, and 
concluding as follows : 


" Henceforth it is expected that no pub- 


lication of the nature of that herein allu- 
ded to anil censured, will appear in an;/ pa- 
per of the ci/y, unless the editor shall have 
previously ascertained its correctness, and 
(/aimed permission for 
Us insertion J'ruin 


Ike proper source." 


During this state of things, Frenchmen 


attempted to elude the general's iron grasp, 
under so called protections from the French 
consul at New Orleans ; and Jackson issued 
an order requiring all uuuaturalized French- 
men, together with ike French consul, to 
leave New Orleans witbin three days, and 
not to return to within one hundred and 
twenty miles of the city, until the news of 
the ratification of peace should be officially 
published. This order was thought by some 
to be " outside the constitution ;'' and they 
protested against it in an article in the 
Louisiana Courier, (another newspaper ol' 
the city) which protest reads exceediny/1/ 
tike Mr. Ryan's address, and denouu'jes 
:he order as illegal and, unconstitutional. 
Thereupon Jackson ordered the editor to 
ieadquarters, and compelled him to disclose 
the name of the writer, Louallier ; and then 
Jackson sent a file of soldiers to. arrest 
Louallier. Indignant that his article, which 
.8 in the very strain, of llr. Ryan's address, 
aud written to prove that " the constitution 
arovides for all the exigencies of war,'1 
should be regarded as cause for his arrest, 
Louallier applied to Judge Hall of thelJni- 
,ed States court,.for a writ of habeas corpus. 
That worthy functionary, believing like Mr. 
rlyan, that the constitution does indeed 
provide for all the exigencies of war; that 
;he freedom of the press could not be tram- 
melled, and that the arrest of Louallier, 
without process, in a loyal state was illegal : 
allowed the writ. The officer came to serve 
t; and Jackson being informed of what 
aad taken place, rushed to meet the officer, 
seized the writ of habeas corpus from his 
land, and detained it; and immediately or- 
dered Judge Hall to be arrested and im- 
prisoned in the same room with the French 
expounder of the doctrine that the constitu- 
tion provides for all the exigencies of war. 


Now, actions speak louder than words. 


This is what Jackson did ; and that, too, iu 
a loyal state ; and this he did as arepreseu- 
:ative of the President, exercising by dele- 
gation from the then President, Mr. Ma.di- 
son, the President's executive power. Turn 
now to Mr. Ryan's address p-nd see how it 
is supported by the authority of Gen, Jack- 
son. 


1. " We deny the power of the executive 


,o suspend the writ of habeas corpus in the 
ioyal states. We deny that this act, ma- 
terially changing the laws of the land, is an 
executive act." 


Jackson suspended the writ; and then 


suspended the Judge who issiied it; and all 
this in a loyal state. 


2. " We deny the power of the executive 


to make arrests in the loyal states. 
* 
* 


There are federal courts in all the loyal 
states with full power and jurisdiction to 
punish all crimes against the United States." 


Jackson made arrests in a loyal state ; 


and arrested the judge of a federal court iu 
a loyal state. 


3. " We deny (he power of the executive 


to trammel the freedom of the press, by the 
suppression of newspapers." 


Jackson trammelled the freedom of the 


press ; and if he did not do it by suppress- 
ing the newspaper, it was because the editor 
who had heard the lion's roar, did not pro- 
voke his paw. 


Here then, are three distinct planks of 


Mr. Ryan's platform, which exclude Jack- 
son from the tents of the democracy, as 
clearly as other portions exclude Douglas. 
When this address shall be universally ap- 
plied, and all those shall be excluded who 
do not believe its doctrines, or practice its 
lessons, Mr. Ryan will remain the leader, 
aud the News the organ, of a glorious 
LITTLE party, the harmony of which will 
never be disturbed by any impulsive patri- 
otism. 


But this is not all; not ouly did Jackson 


wheu exercising by delegation lha execu

The Victory In Maryland. 


It ia confirmed that the federal arms were 


victorious in tlio buttle of Sunday, near 
Middlotomi. The troops on our aidu woro 
under tho immediate command [of Burn- 
aide, who made uso of a littlo real strategy, 
nnd attacked tho enemy in flank, where ho 
did not oxpcct.it, and waa'.driven over the 
crest of tho mountain iuto.tho valley on tho 
othor aide. One account anya.tho infantry 
under Gibbons dragged HOIIIO artillery to 
tho top of tho mountaiu and shelled tho on- 
oniy from thut position. As tho ,2d, Cth 
nnd 7th \Yisconsiu rosimonts wero in this 
division, wo may suppose that they woro in 
tho fight, sustaining tho old Ihvg'with.their 
usual bravery. The fifth regiment was al- 
so, wo suppose, in tho fight, {jwitb Hooker, 
who ia meutioncd. 


Our dispatches, this afternoon, nro silent 


in relation to tho results of tho battles yes- 
terday. As wo Imvo u DaliS more tlnto to- 
day, announcing tho arrival of the body of 
Gen. Houo, wo cannot imagine why we 
Imve no further accounts of the struggle 
jjoing on around llarper's Ferry. Not ti 
word, cither, from Washington, Philadel- 
phia or Ilarriaburg. Wo cannot help a 
fueling of anxiety; if tho news was good 
it would bo immediately spread before the 
country. 


The \Vnr In the \Veat. 


Aftor idling away the summer, Gen. Bu- 


ell haa permitted Bragg to ulip by him and 
«o to tho aid of Kirby Smith in Kentucky. 
To prevent Iho junction of these two rebel 
generals ho is obliged to abandon ull the 
country in his department, south of Nash- 
ville, and it ia oven a quest ion, whether the 
capital city itself will not be evacuated. 
Certainly it will bo if any considerable mis- 
fortune happens to tho fedoralfurms in Ken- 
tucky. 
Gen. Buell's movements have here- 


tofore been] slow, but].we hope .he will at' 
tank and defeat Bragg before ho can get 
into northern Kentucky. 
To .do BO, how- 


over, he will have to move faster than be 
has ever done before. 
In tho meantime he 


leaves tho Union men to their fate, who, 
under the protectiou'of ou? army'.havo de- 
clared their sentiments. Surely, with past 
experiences, thero is littlo encouragement 
for Union aentimout in tho south. It is 
safer at all times to^ bo a rebel, under the 
Buell policy. 


The Eighth \Vlicouiln lu a Fight. 


Our correspondent in the eighth regi- 


ment wrote on tho llth that they were about 
to leave tho country in which they had been 
operating in North Alabama. It appears 
that they were carrying this design into ex- 
ecution, when on tho 13th their brigade, in 
command of Col. Murphy, was attacked by 
2,000 rebel cavalry three iimes, whom they 
repulsed each tirno. The attack was made 
while they were on a marah from luka to 
Corinth. Reinforcements were sent to them 
by Gen. Hosecrans, Friday night, but have 
not been heard from. Wo havo no doubt 
Iho boys aro all right. They would not per- 
mit '2,000 rebel cavalry to get tho better of 
them.

tivo power of tho president, deliberately vi- 
olate those throe fundamental dogmas of 
Mr. Ryan's address, but ho and his friends 
afterwards, in many places, aud during 
many years, in speeches before tho people, 
in loyal arguments, in state papers, in re- 
ports and debates before congress^, added 
tho weight of their opinion nnd their votes 
to sustain the conduct of Gen. Jackson; 
and thus to condemn the principles ot this 
address. 


After martial law ceased in New Orleans, 


tho released Judge Hall called the con- 
quering hero beforo him to teach him that 
'.nereafter he must conduct wars inside the 
coiutitulion ; must not trammel tfie freedom 
of the press; must not make arrests in loy- 
al stalest and a great many other things, 
all of which can bo found iu Mr. Ryan's 
address. Upon this occasion Jackson de- 
livered a long paper in his defence over his 
own signature, fully justifying his conduct, 
which fills eleven columns of tho Niles 
Register, and every paragraph of which is 
in deadly antagonism with the doctrine of 
Mr. Ryan's address—(8 Niles Register, 
245). 
One paragragh will give au idea of 


the paper: 
" A writ of habeas corpus was directed 


for his (Louallicr's) enlargement. 
The 


very case which had been foreseen, tho very 
contingency on which martial law was in- 
tended to operate, had now occurred. .The 
civil magistrate seemed to think it Jiia duty 
to enjorce the enjoyment of civil rights, al- 
though the consequences which havo been 
described would probably result. An un- 
bending sense of what he seemed to think 
the conduct which his station required, miyht 
have induced him to order the liberation of 
the 2>risoner. This, under the respondent a 
sense of duty, would havo produced a con- 
(Hct which it was his-wiah to avoid. No 
other course remained then, but to enforce 
tho principles which he had laid down as 
his guide; and to suspend the exercise of 
this judicial power, whenever it interfered 
with the necessary means of defence. 
The 


only effectual way to do this was to place 
the judge in a situation in which his inter- 
ference could not counteract tho measures 
of defence, or give confidence to the muti- 
nous disposition that had shown itself iti 
so alarming a degrco. Merely to have dis- 
obeyed the writ would have increased tho 
evil, bnt to have obeyed it was wholly repug- 
nant to the respondent's idea of the publia 
safely and to his own sense of duty. 
Tho 


judge was therefore confined aud removed 
beyond tho lines of defence." 


This document is signed with the great 


name, "Andrew Jackson." 


The judge, however, was inexorable, and 


Gen. Jackson was fined one thousand dol- 
lars, and paid his fino. 


Subsequently, ntid after Gen. Jackson 


had been president, and had retired to pri- 
vate life, A bill was introduced into con- 
gress to refund tho fine, upon tho ground 
that tho conduct of Jackson had been per- 
fectly proper; and this led to u debutu by 
roost of the statesmen of that day upon tho 
very point now under discussion. 


Robert J. Walker, in the senate, submit- 


ted a report upon this subject, in which ho 
said: 


"The law which justified this act, was 


the great law of necessity ; it was thu law 
of self-defence. This great law of necessi- 
ty—of defence of aim, of home, and of 
country—never was designed to be abroga- 
ted by any statute, or by any constitution." 


Mr. Payne, of Alabama, speaking upon 


this subject, said : " 1 shall not contend 
that the constitution or laws of the United 
States authorize the declaration of martial 
law, by any authority whatever; on the 
contrary, it is UNKNOWN TO TIIK CONSTITU- 
TION ou LAWS." Ana speaking of the ar- 
gument that if the constitution did nut au- 
thorize it, tho general ought not to declare 
martial law, he says: " Who could tole- 
rate this idea ? An. Arnold miyht, but no 
patriotic American could. It may be asked, 
upon what principlo a commander can de- 
clare martial law, when it ia conceded that 
the constitution or laws afford him no au- 
thority to do so? I answer, upon that 
principlo of self defence which rises para- 
mount to all written laws; and tho justifi- 
cation of the officer who assumes tbo re- 
sponsibility of acting upon that principle, 
must rest upon the necessity of the case. 


Mr. Livingston, in a written document 


submitted by Jackson to the court as a part 
of his defence, gavo his opinion as follows: 
11 On the nature and effect of the proclama- 
tion of martial law by Major General Jack- 
son, my opinion is, that such proclamation 
is UNKNOWN to the constitution and laws of 
tho United States; that it is to be justified 
only by the necessity of the case" &c. 


Tho speech of Smith, of Connecticut, 


was equally pointed; and we might quote 
many columns from the discussions of those 
days, equally to tho point. Douglas him- 
self made his first great speech upon this 
subject; but as he is no longer recognised 
as a democrat, the News would never for- 
give my quoting his speech against Mr. 
Ryan's address. 


One of General Jackson's letters, in jus- 


tification of his military conduct, contains 
tho following postscript: "It will bo re- 
" collected that in the revolutionary war, at 
" a tilde of great trial, General Washington 
" ordered deserters to be shot without trial. 
" Captain Reed under this order, having 
" arrested three, had one shot without trial; 
" but ho (General Washington) reprimand- 
" ed Reed for not shooting the whole three" 


After the maturest consideration, con- 


gress paid back tho fino; and thus was 
Jackson vindicated by the democratic par- 
ty and by tho nation iu the vigorous oxer- 
ciao of power which marked hia Now Or- 
leans campaign. And how fully and per- 
fectly is Jackson vindicated by tho people, 
(the source of all authority) ia tho univer- 
sal exclamation that now rises up from

The federals were again 
attacked, aud again repulsed the enemy on 
tho Eastport road, anil still again on the 
Burnsvillo road.

succeeded in tearing up tho railroad track 
and destroying the telegraph. 


General Rosecrans sent two trains to lu- 


ka, but finding the truck destroyed at Burns- 
ville, they were compelled to return. While 
crossing bnck they wero fired into without 
doing much damage.

countermarching up and down the line of 
tho M. & C. U. B., for the past threo weeks, 
we havo at last brought up at a plac&away 
down in Alabama, called Cherokee. 
From 


Decatur to this place we have cleaned most 
of the cotton out of tho country, and tho 
niggers como without cleaning. Wo evac- 
uated Tuscumbia 
at ten o'clock on tho 


night of the 8th, after shipping thousands 
of bales of cotton, aud about five thousand 
negroes, on tha'trains going west. The 
place is of little importance to tho Union 
army now. Ilaving gathered all the cotton 
iu that section of country, wo are evacua- 
ting tho road gradually, and marching to- 
wards luka, Miss., but stop long enough in 
each place to gather and ship all tho cotton 
to be found. Tho negroes aro deserting 
their masters by hundreds. I have seen 
moro than once, parties of moro than f>00 
como iu at ono time, and at Tuscumbia, 
when I was officer of tho provost guard, 
Col. Loornis and myself in ono day took tho 
job of feeding and housing not less than 
three thousand of all agcti, sizes and col- 
ors. I see, here, every day, slaves as whito 
as myself; and this morning I saw H child 
and mother ut tho depot—tho mother had 
but very little of tho negro features, und 
the child was as whito as the whitest child 
iu Janeyville, with light, straight hair, und 
a slave. Just think thai many euch are 
here, aud held und sold ia bondage. 
Hut, 


thank God, the time has about come when 
all suoh folks can ultviin their freedom by 
just coming into our lincj, and thousands 
ure availing themselvus of tho blosdud op- 
portunity now afforded them. 


I will aasuro you tho 2d brigade of the 


2d division of tho army of Mississippi haa 
made its mark in northern Alabama, und 
.tho effect is terribly felt by tho rebels here. 
Cotton iu ready for the firbt picking, but 
there ia nobody to pick it. 


We havo in our rogimtjnt nearly 100 con- 


trabands for cooks and teamsters, it makes 
n great increase in tho army. Uy receiv- 
ing them in that capacity it saves just tlmt 
many men to the ranks, 
Hut what in to 


bo dona with all the women and',children, 
in A question yet to be answered. I think 
at Tusctimbia wo shipped not less than five 
thousand of them towards Corinth, and 
every station along.the road is crowded 
with them. 
Wo also brought sorao thirty 


white families from there, refugees from 
tho mountains, and about '250 recruits for 
the 1st Alabama mounted iufantry, organ- 
Ling at luka for the Union array, to sweep 
the rebel bands of robbera {from this sec- 
tion of the country. Some of them walked 
over 100 miles to get into our lines to en- 
list and fight for tho old flag, their homes, 
their wives and little ones. Things will 
como out all right yet; we dont feel dis- 
couraged a particle yet, although things 
from Virginia are not aa cheering aa we 
should like to have them. Thero is always 
a calui after a storm. It's our turn'ncxt. 
Troops aro being concentrated in the west 
again, at a poiut not for me to say at pres- 
ent. They will mako their mark when or- 
ders come to move again. The army is 
very healthy ; in my company not one man 
id sick. Those at lukn came up this morn- 
ing. 
I have ooo man nt Kcokuk, lown, 


who was sick when he wont there, some 
threo months sinco ; but tho laat I heard 
from him he was all right, working in tho 
harvest field and bunting for a discharge ; 
his name is W. H. Soper. I think tho doc- 
tor had better let him go homo. 


Wo are having fino times hero now, liv- 


ing ou the fat of the land. 
We havo plen- 


ty of melons, peaches, apples, pnw paws, 
muscadines, tamarinds, sweat potatoes and 
yams, all of which grow here in abundance, 
Pea nuts aro also grown hero to a largo 
extent, and figs aro cultivated in all the 
principal gardens of tho planters, but aro 
poor stuff to eat without being preserved. 
I have now occupied moro of your time 
than I intended when I set down. 1 must 
close. 
My best respects to all friends, 


hoping I may, with my command, nt the 
end of tho war return safe home, to spend 
tha remainder of my days in peace and 
happiness.

Upon this occasion Jackson de- 
livered a long paper in his defence over his 
own signature, fully justifying his conduct, 
which fills eleven columns of the Niles 
Register, and every paragraph of which is 
in deadly antagonism with the doctrine of 
Mr. Eyan's address—(8 Niles Register, 
245). 
One paragragh will give an idea of 


the paper: 
" A writ of habeas corpus was directed

very case which had been foreseen, the very 
contingency on which martial law was in- 
tended to operate, had now occurred. .The 
civil magistrate seemed to think it his duty 
to enjorce the enjoyment of civil rights, al- 
though the consequences which have been 
described would probably result.

only effectual way to do this was to place 
the judge in a situation in which his inter- 
ference could not counteract the measures 
of defence, or give confidence to the muti- 
nous disposition that had shown itself in 
ao alarming a degree.

After idling away the summer, Gen. Bu- 


ell has permitted Bragg to alip by him and 
20 to the aid of Kirby Smith ia Kentucky. 
To prevent the junction of these two rebel 
generals he ia obliged to abandon all the 
country in his department, south of Nash- 
ville, and it is even a question^whether the 
capital city itself will not be evacuated. 
Certainly it will be if any considerable mis- 
fortune happens to the federal jarms in Ken- 
tucky. Gen. Buell's movements have here- 
tofore been] slow, butj.we hope .he will at" 
tack and defeat Bragg before he can get 
into northern Kentucky. 
To .do so, how- 


aver, he will have to move faster than he 
has ever done before. In the meantime he 
leaves the Union men to their fate, who, 
under the protectiorfof our armylhave de- 
clared their sentiments.

Robert J. Walker, in the senate, submit- 


ted a report upon this subject, in which he 
said: 
"The law which justified this act, was 


the great law of necessity ; it was the law 
of self-defence. 
This great law of necessi- 


ty—of defence of self, of home, and of 
country—never was designed to be abroga- 
ted by any statute, or by any constitution," 


Mr. Payne, of Alabama, speaking upon 


this subject, said : " 1 shalt not contend 
that the constitution or laws of the United 
Stales authorize the declaration of martial

CIIEKOKEE, Ala., Sept. 11, 1862. 


S EDITORS GAZETTE :—After marching and 
countermarching up and down the line of 
the M. & C. R. R., for the past three weeks, 
we have at last brought up at a place away 
down in Alabama, called Cherokee. 
From 


Decatur to this place we have cleaned most 
of the cotton out of the country, and the 
niggers come without cleaning. 
We evac- 


uated Tuscumbia 
at ten o'clock on the 


night of the 8th, after shipping thousands 
of bales of cotton, and about five thousand 
negroes, on tha tr.dns going west. The 
place is of little importance to the Union 
army now. Having gathered all the cotton 
in that section of country, we are evacua- 
ting the road gradually, and marching to- 
wards luka, Miss., but stop long enough in 
each place to gather and ship all the cotton 
to be found. The negroes are deserting 
their masters by hundreds. I have seen 
more than once, parties of more than 500 
come in at one time, and at Tuscumbia, 
when I was officer of the provost guard, 
Col. Loomis and myself in one day took the 
job of feeding and housing not less than 
three thousand of all ageii, sizes and col- 
ors. I see, here, every day, slaves as white 
as myself; and this morning I saw a child 
aud mother at the depot—the mother had 
but very little of the nejs;ro features, and 
the child was as white as the whitest child 
in Janeaville, with light, straight hair, and 
a slave. Just think that many such are 
bere, and held and sold in bondage.

An officer slightly wounded in the battle, 


yesterday, who arrived here late last night, 
represents that the fight took place three or 
4 miles west of Middletown, Frederick Co., 
at the fook of the first mountain going west.

On Thursday night Eastport, Miss., was 


abandoned, and the troops stationed there, 
aud the quartermasters' aud commissary 
stores removed to Hamburg. 


On Friday, two regiments of infantry 


and a battery of artillery, under the com- 
mand of Colonel Murphy, of the 8th Wis- 
consin, which were at luka, preparing to 
move towards Corinth, were attacked by 
Roddy's rebel Cavalry, 2,000 strong, on the 
Jacinto road. The enemy were repulsed 
with the loss to them of fifteen rebels kill- 
ed, and to us of one man wounded—Capt. 
Johnson, of the 3d Michigan cavalry, shot 
through the head. 
The federals were again 


attacked, and again repulsed the enemy on 
the Eastport road, and still again on the 
Bunisville road. 
In the last attack al- 


though the enemy were discomfited, they 
succeeded in tearing up the railroad track 
and destroying the telegraph. 


General Bosecrans sent two trains to lu- 


ka, but finding tho track destroyed at Burns- 
ville, they were compelled to return. 
While 


crossing back they were fired into without 
doing much damage. 


On Friday night five companies of Birge's 


sharpshooters were sent oat to reinforce 
Col. Murphy, none of whom had returned 
when my informant loft. 


(LOUISVILLE, Sept. 15. 


We have further particulars of the Mnm- 


fordsville fight. Mr. Thomas arrived from 
Mumfordsville this evening. He was pres- 
ent during the battle. ' The rebels under 
Gen. Duucan numbered from five to seven 
thousand, including cavalry, artillery and 
infantry. The rebels made the attack from 
both sides of the river, and boldly advanced 


Cavalry forces which left Harper's Ferry 


last night at 8 o'clock, arrived here to-day 
at one o'clock, numbering about 1600. 
While, it seems, it waa surrounded at Har- 
per's Ferry, the cavalry obtained permis- 
sion to cut their way out. After obtaining 
a guide, they started, and succeeded in 
making their way around the enemy, with- 
out being discovered. 
On reaching the 


Williamsport road, they discovered a train 
of 50 wagons, which they captured. 


It belonged to Longstreet's ammunition 


train, which had just left Hagerstown, after 
supplying that division with ammunition, 
tte wagons being still about half full; most 
of them proved to be wagons taken from 
Pope's army at Centreville. About seven- 
ty-five prisoners were capUred at the same 
time, some of them having formerly lived in 
this vicinity. Col. McClure with other offi- 
cers had considerable trouble to keep the 
crowd from hanging these double-dyed trai- 
tors, on the way to prison. 
Capt. Palmer, 


to-day, proceeded to Hagerstown, and found 
the rebels had gone, aud I learn is now in 
pursuit of them, with a large force of cav- 
alry and infantry, which joined him to-day.

EDS. GAZETTE :—We left ScoEeld Bar- 


racks, St. Louis, at two o'clock Tuesday af- 
ternoon, and marched to the river, where 
we embarked on the steamer Jo'hn J. Roe, 
engaged in transporting troops and govern- 
ment stores. The steamer-sta-fted down 
stream at five o'clock, audifter going about 
40 miles tied up for tfie night, as there were 
dangerous bars ahead. 
We left the land- 


ing about eight o'clock the next morning, 
and kept on our vrggj? till night, when we 
again tied up, within fifty miles of Cairo, 
and passed the .night as comfortably as 
could be expected .with those large sized 
mnsquitoes for companions. This morn- 
ing we were off at day-break, aud reached 
Cairo at nine o'clock The boat stopped 
an hour at this place, aiid the boys improv- 
ed the opportunity to look about them. 
Battery G, 1st Missouri regiment, was here 
Ou its way to C&cinnati. 
The horses and 


men looked as though they had seen hard 
service ; it was enough to muke one asham- 
ed of his new clothes to look at them with 
their old, worn p.&t uniforms. 
However, 


they tell ustbatgood clothes will not trouble 
us after we have been inserviccaiew months. 


After leaving Cairo, we made a quick 


ran to^Columbus, arriving here at noon. 
V/e expected to meet the llith Wisconsin 
here, bnt they have left, I don't know where 
they ail are ; company B, I believe, is at 
Ciarksville, and some other companies of 
the regiment are at Hickman. 


We have been np on the hill examining 


the earthworks, but as you have bad several 
better descriptions of them than 1 can give, 
I will nc-t trouble you. 


Troops have been coming in hiBreall day 


from Corinth, bound for Cincinnati. Ac- 
cording to their accounts no serious trouble 
is apprehended below, at present. 


The citizens of Janesville must be pretty 


well posted in regard to the 12th Battery. 
We were in St. Louis one week, and during 
that time Lieut. Harlow carried SOO letters 
to the posf'-oflice, directed to Janesville, and 
there were at least 100 put into the office 
at the barracks. Arms have no'; yet been 
furnished us, and I do not know as we shall 
receive any. We leave for Corinth to-mor- 
row morning at nine o'clock, bj' railroad. 
Oar mail is to be directed to Cairo, it will 
reach ns from there.

Teachers holding certificates given at the 


spring examination must be re-cxiunined 
in order to teach-in another town than tbat 
for which the certificate was given. 


Certificates given since the spring exam- 


ination are of effect until the next public 
examination only. 


Teachers' institutes, of from one to three 


days each,' will be held, commencing on 
Thursday of examination week, iu Orford- 
ville, Fulton, Milton and Shopiere. 


School district ofh'cers are respectfully 


invited to be present'at^the examinations.
